Exhibitions and fairs are extraordin- 
arily popular in Western Canada. Is 
it, as Mr. O'Hara said, because Cana- 
dians must have something to cele- 
brate? The Carbon City Annual Ex: 
hibition was held on Thursday and 
Friday of last week, and we all went 
in from the Bar B for the two days. 
To judge by the crowds which throng: 
ed the fair grounds, the neighbouring 
ranches must have been depopulated. 
I am sure that everyone for miles 
around was in town. Men, women 
and children, white, Indians and Chi- 
nese, all dressed in their best, and all 
good-naturedly oblivious to the dis- 
comforts due to lack of accommoda- 
tion, passed and repassed each other, 
and gave the Carbon City quite a 
metropolitan air. 

A seventeenth-rate theatrical troupe 
was in town, as also was an eigh- 
teenth-rate circus. The artistes, con- 
nected with these two organizations 
stayed at our hotel. In _fact,, the 
Great American Giantess and the 
Snake Charmer had the bedroom just 
across the hall from me, while the 
Armless Lady was next door! They 
were very modest and unassuming in 
manner, and when the Giantess came 
to my door to ask for the loan of'a 
needle and thread, one would neve’ 
have suspected that she was “a per- 
sonage of international celebrity.” 

The members of the theatrical cOm- 
pany were more exclusive, and I was 
not so fortunate as to make the ac- 
quaintance. of any of them.

‘The Regulation of Names 


Law In France Prevents Bestowal on 
Children of Freak Names 

A new Norwegian law for prevent- 
ing the bestowal of ridiculous names 
on children—a form of cruelty of 
which a considerable number of par 
ents are guilty—was anticipated years 
ago in France. No French child may 
be given a name that does not occur 
in the official list of names drawn up 
for the purpose, but as that list com 
pi¥ses thirteen thotisand items, the 
choice can hardly be considered un 
duly circumscribed. It is permttec 
also that any name, male or female 
may be selected, irrespective of the 
sex of the child, and hundreds of 
French boys bear the name Mary.

Denmark's. Pledge for Dowry of

The Orkney Islands which are the 
possession of Great Britaln, were nt 
acquired. by conquest nor were (hey 
ever ceded by treaty. They were 
Simply transferred by Denmark to 
Scotland in 1468 in pledge for the 
payment of the dowry tp the Princess 
of Denmark, who was marriéd to 
James IL, King of Scotland. In the 
deed of transfer, which is still in exist 
ence, it is specially mentioned that 
Denmark shall have the right to re 
deem them at any future time by pay 
ing the original amount of the dowry 
with interest to date. ‘There is titite 
likelihood, however, that Denmark 
will ever attempt to exercise that right 
of redemption, because 60,000 florins, 
the eriginal amount of the dowry, 
would amount to perhaps a trillion of 
pounds sterling, and that is a bit more 
than the islands are worth,

to Canada 
The fifty-sixth annual report of. 
Dr. Barnardo's Homes records im- 
portant addition to the “machinery 
of rescue” during 1921. These in- 


clude the William Baker Technical 
School, Goldings, near Hertford, a 
new convalescent home for cases of 
surgical tuberculosis at Folkestone, a 
new base at Toronto for immigration 
work in Canada, and three new houses 
at the boys’ garden city at Woodford 
Bridge. 

The emigration 6f year is described 
as having been of mutual interest. 
“Canada has received 506 of our best 
boys and girls, bringing up the total 
of those whom we have sent to the Do- 
minion to 26,880. But Australia has 
stepped into line as a competitor with 
Canada. An influential committee 
has been formed in Sydney. A new 
home has been,purchased and present- 
ed to the Barnardo Institutions as an 
emigration centre; and our first official 
party sailed for Sydney in August. It 
was a small party of only forty-seven 
boys, but they were boys of the finest 
type... They have won golden opinions 
in the fifth continent, and every prov- 
ince is calling out for more of the 
same class. It is plain that in Aus- 
tralia the future of guaranteed emi- 
grants such as our boys are is aSsured 
from a worldly point of view. Furth- 
er parties will doubtless follow in the 
wake of the first. - From 1886 to the 
end of 1921, 92,880-boys and girls en- 
tered the homes.

Will Mark And Preserve 
Historic ic Sites In Canada 


A board of ee CI has been & 
pointed to superintend the work of 
marking and preserving the historic 


Loid St. 


sites in conjunction with the Domin-} 


fon Parks Branch. Many of the sites 
are of national importance and work 
is soon to begin on their restoration, 
The first decision made by the board 
was to make a detailed survey of his 
torie landmarks and to date nearly 
six hundred have been inspected. 

In addition, nearly sixty 
earthworks fave been chosen for 
preservation, and steps aré@ being 
taken by the Dominion Parks Branch 
toward securing titles to the sites and 
having them suitably marked. An 
artistic tablet to be used in this con- 
nection has been designed by a well 
known Canadian artist, and plaques 
are being cast in bronze, An aitrac- 
tive design has also been made for a 
memorial cairn, built of rough stones, 
which it is intended to erect on those 
sites where the original remains have 
been effaced, 

“While the value of the momentous 
work of preserving historic’ Jand- 


aboriginal 


‘marks may not be fully appreciated 


by thé present generation,” says a 
buleltin of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, “future Canadians will undoubt- 
edly be instilled with greater pride in 
their country’s history as a result. In 
addition, these remains of early ‘seitle- 
ment in Canada will no doubt become 
the Mecca for.thousands of tourisis 
from all countries, more especially the 
United States, whose\ history is so 


closely interwoven with that of Can- 


ada. : 

“Since 1605, when the ‘first settle- 
ment -was. established in Canada by 
De Monte at Annapolis Royal, Nova 
Scotia,” continues the report, “Can- 
ada’s development has been rapid, 
and today is recognized as an equal 
by many of those counirfes from 
which she drew the nucleus’ of her 
present population. Of the sufferings 
and sacrifices of the early inhabitanis 
we have many interesting, detailed 
accounts, while the remains of old 
forts, as well as the thick-walled, loop- 
holed habitat of the settler, are mute 
evidence of the dangers which they 
were constantly exposed to from the 
periodical raids of Indians.

The famous structure, Fort 
Garry, erected by Lord Selkirk for the 
protection of his infant colony spread 
along the banks of the Red River, has 
been carefully preserved and on the 
site now stands the City of Winnipeg, 
the’ gateway through which the flood 
of golden: grain from Western Can- 
ada’s fertilé farms passes on its way 
to Teed the people of the old world, 

“At Lake Windemere the Canadian 
Pacific Railway and the Hudson Bay 
Company recently began the erection 
of a replica of ‘Kootenay House,’ the 
first -trading post in the interior of 
British Columbia, on the site of the 
original post. The old post was erect- 
ed in 1807 by David Thompsgn. the 
famous astronomer and explorer for 
the Northwest Company, and was 
later acquired by the Hudson Bay 
Company in 1921.”
